Withont entering very fully into the
vested io olden ties by renson of th

in it, we may briefly note that by the
Egypuians it was so highly honored as
Yo reveive sacritice and devotions and
stately temples erected to i
honor.”  We may further allude to
what Herodotus says of the sudden im-
pulse which seized the Egyptian cats
to leap into the fire and the attempts
of the Egyptinns to prevent it. It is
related, too, that in whatever house n
cat died, all the family shaved their
eyebrows.  Diodorus Siculus, more-
over, records how a lloman, happeoing
one  day to aecidently  kill a cat, the
mob immedistely assembled ronnd the
house where he was, neither the en
trenties  of some of the principal men
sent by the king nor the fear of the
Romans, with whom the Kgyptinos
were then negotisting a peace, being
able to save the man's life, In the
Middle Ages the cat was a very impor
tant personage in religious festivals
At Aix, Proviogee, for instancs, on the
festival of Corpus Christ ; the finest
tom cat in the conntry, wrapped like o
child in swaddling ¢lothes, was pub
lely exhibited in 4 magoificent shrine.
Every knee was bent, every hand eith-
or strewed flowers or poured inoense
and, in short, the cat on this occasion
was treated in all respeocts as the god
of the day. In Sicily the cat is still
held gacred to St. Mavtha ; and it s
said that any one” who kills this animal
will thereby bring upon himself unhap
piness forseven years, In Germany
the cattle and the mouse are sacred 1o
the funeral of St. Gertrode. "These
cxamples, therefore, suflice to show
how umversal has been the homage
which man in all times and countries
has paid the cat—an interesting sorvi-
val of primitive culture, when our sim-
ple ancestors, not having risen to a
dlear congeption of their own presmi-
nence in the seale of creative life, were
ouly too prooe to deify and worstip
brates, — Goentleran’s Magazine.

The society hos
a code of rules, and by this every beg-
gar has a right, aecording to  custom,
to stand at the door or a dwelling and
howl, sing, knoek, or muke any other
noise he pleases, unul the oeccupant
gives him one cash.  Then he is oblig-
ed to desist and can apply at the snme
place no more that day. No two are

allowed to beg together at  the same
place, yet they are 0 numerous  that
fow doors ave  free from their elamor

ings long at & time. The proprietors
of large establishments, who desire 1o
suve themselves from the annoyance of
the coutinnal visitations, do so by pay-
ing & certain sum at once to the King,
who canses a written statement to that
effect to be pasted by the side of the
door, and this procures for that house
eertain exemption, No  beggar dare
approach ity tor though few of then
can read, all recognize the seal of their
chiel, and if one transgresses  he may
be beaten by the ovcupants of the
hotse, or, being  reported to the King,
be more severely  punished.  Every
ht'gg:ll' lias Lis sual, .ll"\'lﬂlll which he
dave nov go, and has also his saperior,

Thousamls of pages of advice have
been printed  in the English language
alone, ta toseh  men how to jodge a
horse in an interview o half  an hour,
PProbisbly other langoages sre equally
vioh in similar  information. {'Zwrg-
voterinary work containg elaborate ad
vice, illusieated with conrae wood cuts,
to instruct  woscoustomed men 1o des
cide upon the animal’s age by the ap-
pentance of the teeth.  The growtn
and wear of the teeth after a horse hins
possed his sixth year, is o most falla
vlons guide, and the practiced horse-
man and skillfo) veterinarian will look
rather to the general appoarance of the
horse avil his exprossion, rather than to
the wear of the teeth,

The shape of the lower jaw, the

hang of the lips, the appearance of the
eve and the surrounding conformation,
the elasticity of the skin of the jowl
and other indications govern the judg-
ment of the expert.  In our mathods
of horse keeping, over feoding, irreg
ulne work, nnventilated stables and the
wrock of the feet andiajury to the
legs cansed by shoeing, work physical
changes that  make our horses  prema
turely old.  Most people  eall a horse
olil at 12 years, but in fact that time in
his life ehould ba his early prime, cor
responding to the age of 33 years in n
man or woman. A horse that has bl
a hard life shows the lines of care and
age just s they appear in a man, who
hos, in youth, drawn drafts upon the
powers of manhood, A horse that s
vigorous and healthy at 15 or 20 years,
and that hus  not had his feet  roined
may fairly be counted on for 6 or 8
years of uacfuluness.  But in buying
bim, trust  him a8 you would & man,
only from thorough knowledge of his
character, Do not take any man's
word abont hig horse.  The only safe
way is to  try him both in  the stalile
and at work.  Neyer jlldgl' of him in
harness, always see him moved aboat
in his natural action by the halter; il
he has “oar-shoes™ on,  they have bheen
pat there to relieve pressare upon
corns ; or if the bar is across the mid-
dle of the hoof, he is a  vietim to the
weurable malady of “drop-sole.”  If
leather is used under the shoe he has a
foot that is shaken by conenssion,
Never boy a horse without trying hi
at backing, yon may find & weakness
or trick in (hat way.
Handsome, healthy-looking, fin e
horges are sold low ab city auetions to
the amszement of  the parchaser, who
